The United Nations moved 
full 
steam ahead today to out into ef- 
fect an American-backed plan for 
the future of war-torn Korea. 
The plan, which grants tacit 


permission for UN forces to cross 
the 3Sth parallel, won 47 to 5 ap- 
proval in the 60-nation political 
committee 
Wednesday 
night. 
There were seven 
abstentions. 


Only the Soviet bloc—which sup- 
ported a rival resolution—voted 
against the proposal. 
Fears Shrugged Off. 
Supporters 
of the 
proposal 


shrugged off fears that the Chi- 
nese Communists may. intervene 
in the Korean war because 
UN 


military occupation of North Ko- 
rea will be necessary to enforce 
its decisions. 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 


gon told a news conference that 
any group looking to the world 
for recognition and for admission 
to the UN would hesitate to chal- 
lenge UN principles. 
Communist 
China is fighting for the UN seat 
now held by Nationalist 
China.

peace plan—sponsored by 


Britain, Australia. Brazil, 
Cuba, 
The Netherlands. Norway, Pakis- 
tan and the Philippines—has four 
main aims.

unified, 
independent and democratic Ko- 
rea. 


2. UN forces should not remain 
in any part of Korea longer than 
necessary to achieve this' united 
government.

Lockhead Cancels 
Worker Contract 
To Give Pay Hike 


BURBANK, Calif., Oct. 5—UP)— 


An aircraft company contract that 
did not have a wage 
re-opening 


clause has been scrapped because 
of "changed economic conditions" 
and the employes have been given 
wage increases averaging 10 cents 
an hour. 


The 
new agreement was 
an- 


nounced by the management 
of 


Lockheed Aircraft Corp., which em- 
ploys 12,000 and Lodge 727 of 
the 
International Association of Ma- 
'chinists. The wage increases will 
cost the company about $2,500,000 
a year. The old contract .had al- 
most a year yet to run. 


Cyril Cahappellet, company vice 
president, and John Snider, union 
president, said in a joint statement: 
"We recognize the effect of chang- 
ed economic conditions since fight- 
ing began in Korean and the high- 
er consumer prices that are 
ex- 


pected to follow increases already 
made in the price of materials." 
Under the old contract, the aver- 


age hourly wage was approximately 
$1.64. The new contract provides 
a boost of 8 cents an hour for em- 
ployes paid $1.24 or less and six per 
cent for those paid $1.25 or more. 


The new agreement will be in ef- 
fect until Aug. 22, 1952, with a pro- 
vision 
for re-opening on wages 
next August.

40-50 Injured But Miraculously No One Is Killed— 
Jack - Knifed Tank Car Wrecks Flying Passenger Train 


ERIE, Pa., Oct. 5—UP)—A New 


York Central Railroad flyer clip- 
ping along at better than a mile a 
minute 
smashed 
into a derailed 
freight oil tank car early today, set- 
ting off an explosion which rocked 
midtown Erie. Miraculously, no one 
was killed. 


Between 40 and 50 were injured 
but none was 
burned 
although 
flames from the burning tanker 
reaped high into the air and lapped 
at some of the cars on the palatial 
westbound New England States Ex- 
press.Tank Hurled Into Train 


The engineer of the Boston 
to 
Chicago express had no chance to 
keep his train from hitting 
tank car. It was hurled into 
the 
the 
express' path from a freight train 
traveling eastbound on a parallel 
track. 


Only one of the 14 cars on the 
streamliner caught fire. It was the 
dormitory car for dining room em- 


ployes. More than 10 occupants 
scrambled to safety through a lone 
exit which remained open. 
One 


unidentified waiter said: 


"Everyone just scrambled around. 
We had been sleeping. Some of us 
got two left shoes, some got one 
shpe and some got none. But we 
all got out of there in a helluva 
hurry." 


60 Passengers Trapped 


Nearly 50 firemen, aided by 
as 


many police, were at the scene — 
only five blocks from midtown Erie 
—within minutes after the 1:15 a. 
m. (EST) crash. They kept 
the 


fire from engulfing the train and 
aided in rescuing passengers. 


Nearly 50 passengers were trap- 
ped in the only car which over- 
turned. 


Twelve of the injured passengers 
were admitted to hospitals but are 
not in critical condition. 


At least 10 others on the express, 


Including one crewman, were treat- 


ed and discharged. So were 
two 


of the rescuers who battered win- 
dows with their bare fists to free 
the injured. 


Upwards of 20 doctors reached 


the scene within 30 minutes. They 
treated many persons on the spot 
for minor injuries. 
Steel Saves Lives 


Eleven cars of the train 
were 
cast about like jackstraws. Their 
all-steel construction not only kept 
them from catching fire but pre- 
vented a catastrophe, said an uni- 
dentified crew member. 
While 
helping the Injured, he comment- 
ed: 


"If we had wooden cars on this 


train it would have been awful." 


Ray Bloom of Erie; fireman on 
the express, estimated the 
crack 


train was rolling at 70 miles 
an 
hour seconds before the crash.

posal under which no Indlvldua 
company would be required to ac 
cept priority orders beyond a cer 
tain percentage of Its total pro 
duction. The group la expected t 
recommend shortly a figure in th 
neighbarhood of 20 per cent. 


Any priority orders beyond tha 


point would be steered to othe 
companies found to be able to han 
dle^them without crippling outpu 
for 'civilian goods.

The grades of aviation gasoline 


required today need up to 80 per 
cent of alkylates, he declared.

more practicable distribution of .1- 
kylate 
and alkylate feedstock 


among oil companies and in assur- 
ing sufficient steel, pressure tank 
cars, and other needs. 
His speech followed by a day 


warning that while there 
is 
a 
short steel supply, oilmen would 
be expected to continue explora- 
tion and development. 


"You will not get all the steel 


you like anv time in the near fu- 
ture," Brig. Gen. Robert J. Smith 
told the association.

It was the favored 
American league's champs' second 
straight victory In the best four 
of seven scries before 32,660 fans. 
Friday's game will be played In 
New York. 
The Yankee Clipper's belt, his

broke up a fine battle between the 
Yankee fire-balling righthander and 
24-year-old Roberts, the Phils first 
20-game 
winner 
since 
Grover 


Cleveland Alexander. 
The game Phils carried the strug- 


gle down to the last out. Pinch-hit- 
ter Jack Mayo was on second base 
with the potential tying run when 
Reynolds breezed a third strike 
past Dick Sisler to end the first 
extra inning series game since the 
1946 opener . 


It was the second straight day 
that Sisler had been struck out 
to end the game. 


Although nicked for 10 hits along 


the route, Roberts was able to 
bear down so well in the clutches 
that the Yanks popped up his 
pitches all afternoon. They didn't 
hit:a ball on the ground until the 
eighth. 


Still Reynolds, with an efficient 


seventh-hitter, well deserved his 
third straight World Series success. 
He never had lost one of these big 
money games in October.

Stalin Expected 
To Reject Otter .,

Highways Patrolled. 


Roads southward in Korea from 


the Manchurian border of Red 
China are being patrolled by B- 
29s, MacArthur's summary report- 
ed. There were no fresh reports 
of any highway convoys between 
the border and the Red Korean 
capital at -Pyongyang. 


B-26 light bombers patrolled the 


peninsula from the west to the 
east coasts, between the 28th and 
29th parallels, just below Pyong- 
yang. 
An Air Force spokesman 
said a 10-car train moving South 
from Pyongyang was badly damag- 
ed Wednesday night. 


Another train was destroyed far- 


ther south, near the 38th parallel.

Home Storage Fluctuation Curb— 
Fall And Winter Meat Prices Due 
To Be Under Control Act Ceilings 


By OVID A. MARTIN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5— 


The agricultural denartment said 
today the livestock industry prob- 
ably will provide meat this fall and 
winter at prices below minimum 
ceilings set up in 
the 
economic 


controls act 
As the department sees it, meat 


animal prices for several months 
to come will be outside the range 
of authority for price central. There 
has been no indication that any 
price controls are contemplated 
soon. Slav End Fluctuations 


Along with this forecast of price 
trends came an indication that the 
time may not be far off when home 
refrigerator 
and 
freezing 
units 


will take the UPS and downs out 
of meat prices. 


For years meat prices have fluc- 
tuated sharply 
from" low levels 


during the fall and winter season 
of heavy marketings to high prices 
during the late summer. 


But now there are enough re- 


frigerator and home freezing un- 
its in American homes to influence 
week-to-week 
and 
seasonal 
de- 


mands and prices for meats, the 
department said. 
Its report on current prospects 
said that farm sales of meat an- 
imals are increasing and will con- 
tinue to increase through the fall 
and early winter months to enable 
slaughterers to put more pork, 
beef and lamb in butcher shops. 


These increased supplies of meat, 
It said, should pull down prices of 
pork and beef from recent high 
levels and below price control min- 
imums. Veal and lamb prices may 
nont dron much. 


• Parity Controls Ceilings 
Under the defense production 


act. price ceilings on farm products 
can be no lower than parity prices 
or the highest prices actually re- 
ceived between May 24 and June 
24. whichever is higher. Parity is 
a standard for measuring farm 
prices. It is declared by law to be 
equally fair to the farmer and 
those who buy his products. 
In the May 24-June 24 period— 
the month before fighting started 
in Korea—prices for beef cattle, 
veal and lambs were well above 
parity, while those for hogs were 
near parity. 
As a consequence, the minimum 


ceilings for .cattle, calves and lambs 
would be prices prevailing in thi 
May-June period, and for hogs _it 
/would parity. With heavy mar- 
ketings of meat animals in pros- 
pect for the October-January per 
iod, 
the department expects actua 


prices to be below these levels. 
In fact, the department said hog 


prices may decline 18 to 20. per

cent between now and December. 
Such a decline would put them 
considerably below parity. In mid- 
September, hogs were bringing 108 
per cent of parity. 


Price Uptrend Possible 


The department said it is possi- 


ble, however, that there may be a 
strong upward trend in prices af- 
:er the turn of the year, when 
farm marketings normally decline 
again. 


Looking beyond the immediate 


Drospects, the department warned 
:hat the nation's future meat sup- 
ply is endangered by a new vari- 
ant of strain of hog cholera in the 
midwest. It said the disease might 
get out of control unless farmers 
followed the department's latest 
recommendations to vacc'nate pigs 
before they are weaned, and to 
increase serum dosages roughly 
50 per cent over regular amounts. 


Meat production already is run- 
ning 11 per cent above last year, 
reflecting increases in slaughter 
of both hogs and cattle. Last week 
production of federally-inspected 
plants totaled 330.000.000 pounds 
compared with 296,000,000 in the 
corresponding week last year. 


On the question of the effect of 


aome freeze units on meat prices, 
the department said that many 
owners already are stocking up on 
meats during heavy slaughter sea- 
sons when prices are lowest. These 
consumers need not buy during 
seasons when prices are high. 


As the number of freeze units 
Increases and consumers become 
aware of the advantages of stock- 
ing up when prices are low, the 
normal price fluctuations will tend 
to grow smaller and smaller, the 
departfent said. 
Much Private Storage 
The department said surveys in- 
dicate that consumers already have 
storage space for more than one 
billion pounds of meat. This was 
said to be 50 per cent more space 
than that held by commercial con- 


cerns. Estimates on the number 
of home freeze units In use vary 
from 2.250,000 to 3,000,000. The de- 
partment said there are 30,000,000 
refrigerators in homes, many of 
which have units for freezing and 
storing meat and other foods. 


The 
department , said there is 


some evidence that meat prices this 
summer were influenced by move- 
ments to and from, home storage.

Vinson Wants Nation's Reservists 
To Be Ready To Answer Bugle Call

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 Rep- 
Vinson (D-Ga) said today no one— 
not even a congressman — should 
hold a commission in the 
active 
reserves unless he can be ready to 
reach for his tin hat when the bu- 
gle blows. 
Vinson told a reporter he hopes 
the house armed services commit- 
tee which he heads will prod the 
armed services into 
"screening" 
their organized reserves. 
Weed Out Unfit 
His object is to weed out all 
those not available to fill a uni- 
form when needed—even If they 
are 
congressmen, 
industrialists, 


prominent names. 


He particularly wants the serv- 
ices to set up a method to transfer 
reservists drawing drill pay to the 
inactive reserve unless they 
are 
available for service when called 
upon. 
"Why spend money unless 
we 
know we are going to get men when 
we need them " Vinson demanded 
of Air Force representatives. . 
He 
noted that congress appri- 
priates 
$700,000,000 for a reserve 
training program. In questioning 
'military representatives during the 
week he has developed that none of 
the services has a system by which 
it can keep tabs on reservist's 
availability to serve if called. 


He noted that since signing up a 
man may have married, acquired a 
number of dependents or moved In- 
to an essential job.

"Let's 
quit fooling ourselves that we have 
got a big reserve." 
Vinson said what really has hap- 
pened is that the reserve "has 
been filled up with congressmen, 
federal employes, men In Industry, 
whom you know in case of an emer- 
gency you can't use." 


1950 Cotton Restrictions Not 
Affected By New PMA Regulations 


The local offite of the Produc- 
tion Marketing Administration was 
notified Thursday that 1950 cot- 
ton is still covered by allotment 
and marketing quotas, regardless 
of when it is sold. 
The state PMA committee said 
that an Associated Press story on 
the removal of restrictions on cot- 
ton for 1951 stated growers could 
hold excess cotton produced this 
year and sell it next year free of 
penalty. 
This is not so, says B. F. Vance, 
chairman 'of the state PMA com- 
mittee. "We have checked this 
paragraph with the Washington 
office and have been assured that 
it was not contained in the sec- 
retary's announcement and that it 
is incorrect," Vance wrote. "None 
of the penalty provisions of the 
1950 cotton marketing quota pro- 
gram are relaxed or rescinded by 
the announcement on 
the 1951 
crop." 
"Non-cooperators cannot avoid 
1950 cotton marketing quota pen- 
alties by carrying over 1950 crop 
of cotton for sale at some future 
date." 


The announcement on the 1951 
crop means farmers may plant and 
market the 1951 crop of up-land 
and long staple varieties without 
incurring marketing penalties, for- 
feiting conservation practice as- 
sistance and without losing eligi- 
bility for price support.
